He shall also furnish an 
annual statement of accounts or a pass book , in such form 
as may be proved to each subscriber who , but for the ex 
emption , would have been a member of the Fund established 
under the Employees Provident Funds Scheme, 1952 . 

( c ) The employer shall make all investment of accumulations 
accruing after the date of exemption in securities of the 
Central Government. The reinvestment of conversion of 
securities on maturity shall also be in the securities of the 
Central Government. The employer shall formulate a 
procedure for prompt Investment of Provident Fund moneys 
and shall get it approved from the concerned Regional / State 
Commissioner . 


SCHEDULE 


The employer shall have a provident fund scheme in force 
the rules of which with respect to the rates of contribution
